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2021 ARRL Simulated 
Emergency Test (SET) 


The 2021 ARRL Simulated Emer- 
gency Test (SET) is just ahead. The 
primary ARRL-sponsored national 
emergency exercise is designed to as- 
sess the skills and preparedness of 
Amateur Radio Emergency Service® 
(ARES®) volunteers, as well as those 
affiliated with other organizations in- 
volved with emergency and disaster 
response. The primary SET weekend is 
October 2-3, but Local and Section- 
wide exercises may take place through- 
out the fall. The annual SET encour- 
ages maximum participation by all 
amateur radio operators, partner or- 
ganizations, and national, state, and 
local officials who typically engage in 
emergency or disaster response. 

In addition to ARES volunteers, ra- 
dio amateurs active in the National 
Traffic System, Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service (RACES), SKY- 
WARN™, Community Emergency Re- 
sponse Team (CERT), and a variety of 
other allied groups and public service- 
oriented radio amateurs are needed to 
fulfill important roles in this nation- 
wide exercise. 

The SET allows volunteers to test 
equipment, modes, and skills under 
simulated emergency conditions and 
scenarios. Individuals can use the time 
to update a "go-kit" for use during de- 
ployments and to ensure their home 
station's operational capability in an 
emergency or disaster. To get in- 
volved, contact your local ARRL 
Emergency Coordinator or Net Man- 
ager. Check on upcoming planned ac- 
tivities through local, state, or Section- 
wide nets.

WHY IS IT CALLED A “GUY” LINE?

I was watching a TV show called “Dirty Jobs” with Mike Rowe (Episode 
S6-E8), where Mike is helping erect a 330 foot radio tower. During the 
show Mike asked this question “why do they call it a guy wire?”. I asked 
myself “why do they?”, which got my curiosity up and after doing quite a 
bit of “Google-ing”, I came up with my edited explanation as: 


On November 5, 1605 a man named Guy Fawkes (a Pro-Catholic sympa- 
thizer) led a plot to kill King James and the Protestant Church by blowing 
up the British Parliament by placing 36 barrels of gunpowder under the 
building. Someone exposed the plot before it was carried out and Guy 
Fawkes and the other surviving chief conspirators were sentenced to be 
hanged, drawn and quartered in London. Moments before the start of his 
execution, on January 31, 1606, Fawkes jumped from a ladder while climb- 
ing to the gallows, breaking his neck and dying. 


This became the “GUNPOWDER PLOT” which people of Great Britain 
celebrate each year on November 5. 


It remains the custom in Britain, on or around 5 November, to 
let off fireworks. Traditionally, in the weeks running up to the 
5th, children made "guys" - effigies supposedly of Fawkes - § 
usually made from old clothes stuffed with newspaper, and fit- 
ted with a grotesque mask, to be burnt on 5 November bonfire. J 
These guys were exhibited in the street to collect money for = 
fireworks, although this custom has become less common. 


The word “guy” thus came in the 19" century to mean an oddly dreaded per- 
son, and hence in the 20" and 21* centuries to mean any male person. 


Hey guys! Another meaning of “guy” comes from a guy rope, which is basi- 
cally a rope that supports something like a tent to a pole. What a guy! So to 
guy means “to support,” or “tied to” and not just physically. It’s almost like 
“guide.” The word comes from Guy Fawkes, who famously plotted to blow 
up Parliament in 1605 and is still burned in effigy yearly on the British Guy 
Fawkes Day.

FCC Application Fees Unlikely to Go into 
Effect Until 2022

To all radio amateurs: 

The schedule of FCC amateur radio 
application fees likely will not 
go into effect before 2022. FCC staff 
confirmed during a recent virtual meet- 
ing with Volunteer Examiner Coordi- 
nators (VECs) that the agency is still 
working on the necessary changes to 
the Universal Licensing System (ULS) 
software and other processes and pro- 
cedures that must be in place before it 
starts collecting fees from amateur ap- 
plicants. Earlier this year, the FCC said 


it would not start collecting fees from 
amateur applicants before this Sum- 
mer. The new estimate is that the fees 
won't go into effect until early next 
year. 

Once it's effective, the $35 applica- 
tion fee will apply to new, modifica- 
tion (upgrade and sequential call sign 
change), renewal, and vanity call sign 
applications. All fees will be per appli- 
cation. Administrative update applica- 
tions, such as those to change a licen- 
see's name, mailing, or email address, 
will be exempt from fees. ARRL VEC 
manager Maria Somma, ABIFM, said 
Volunteer Examiner (VE) teams will 
not face the burden of collecting the 
$35 fee.

"Once the FCC application fee 
takes effect, new and upgrade appli- 
cants will pay the exam session fee to 
the VE team as usual, but they'll pay 
the $35 application fee directly to the 
FCC using the FCC Pay Fees system," 
she explained. 

When the FCC receives the exami- 
nation information from the VEC, it 
will email a link with payment instruc- 
tions to each successful candidate who 
then will have 10 days from the date of 
the email to pay. 

The FCC Pay Fees system can be 
accessed at, https://apps2.fcc.gov/ 
Batch _Filer/login.cfim . 

After the fee is paid and the FCC 
has processed an application, exami- 
nees will receive a second email from 
the FCC with a link to their official li- 
cense. The link will be good for 30 
days. Licensees also will be able to 
view, download, and print official li- 
cense copies by logging into their FCC 
ULS account. The FCC no longer pro- 
vides printed licenses. 

Licensees can log into the ULS with 
their 10-digit FRN (FCC Registration 
Number) and password at any time to 
view and manage their license and ap- 
plication, print their license, and up- 
date anything in their FCC license re- 
cord, including adding an email 
address.

Add the sausage, pepper, onion, garlic, salt, 
pepper, Italian seasoning, red pepper flakes 
(optional), and marinara sauce to a slow 
cooker. 

Mix till combined. 

Cover and cook over excessive warmness for 
3-four hours or on low warmness for 6-eight 
hours. 

Remove the sausage and reduce it into thick 
slices and blend it returned withinside the #7 
crock pot. 

Garnish with parsley and enjoy!
